Six people h a v e been killed and eight 
w ounded, so the report sa y s, and the 
grea test ex citem en t prevails. 
T h e cau se o f the trouble is due to bad 
political blood, w hich h as long p ervad ­ 
ed the C h ick asaw 
sea t of governm ent, 
and h as existed since the legislatu re ig ­ 
nored W illis Brow n, C harles Brow n and 
N oah McGill, w h o claim ed to h ave been 
d uly elected sheriffs of the nation, a l­ 
leg in g th a t the legislature did not have 
au th ority to reject their cla im s to such 
offices. 
On T u esd a y m orning G over­ 
nor M oseley issued orders to all sher­ 
iffs, constables, an i deputies through­ 
out the nation to report to him at once 
w ith arm s. 
W hen the officers gathered 
around the h o u s e 
2 0 0 
enraged 
nv*n. 
headed by McGill and the B row n broth­ 
ers, rushed from adjoin in g houses and 
a deadly riot follow ed. 
T h e nam es of 
the dead and w ounded could not be a s ­ 
certained by th e couriers o w in g to the 
g rea t ex citem en t which prevailed. 
G overnor M oseley and h is official re­ 
tin u e escap ed by rushing to houses on 
the outskirts of the to bn. M oseley has 
called a special session of the legisla­ 
ture to ta k e action. 
T ish om in go is now 
in a terrible sta te of excitem en t and 
w h ite people are fleeing.

tle is looked for at any m om ent.

W ash in gton , April 18.—A decision h a s 
been rendered by the Secretary of the 
interior, in v o lv in g the right to pensions 
filed by persons after atta in in g their 
sixteenth 
year, for or on 
account of 
w hom no claim h as been m ade during 
th e period of their pensionable m inority 
a s children of a soldier w ho had died 
from cau ses origin atin g in the service 
and line of duty. 
T his decision is of 
the grea test 
im portance, 
involvin g a 
great num ber of pending or rejected 
claim s, and is based on a construction 
given to the proviso in the lim itation 
clau se of the act of March 3, 1879, that 
pension's shall com m ence on the date 
of application, unless the application be 
filed prior to J u lyl. 1880; but th at its 
lim itation shall not apply to claim s by 
or In behalf of insane persons and chil­ 
dren under 16 years of age. 
The secre­ 
tary, 
in his 
decision, 
holds th at the 
clause “children under 16 years of a g e ” 
is descriptive of a class of claim s, the 
title to which accrues to the claim ant 
by reason of being under the age of 16 
at the death of the father from ca u ses 
originating in the service and line of 
duty; and the claim s of that class are 
excepted 
from 
the 
lim itation act of 
March 3. 1879, and are not forfeited by 
neglect to tile the application during the 
period of pensionable m inority.

T he proposi- 
tion w a s under consideration as long 
ag o a s A ugust, 1893, and a bill had 
been fram ed by the governm ent to that 
effect, w hen the m atter w a s reported 
to Secretary G resham by Mr. D urham , 
then U nited S ta tes m inister. 
Secretary 
G resham im m ediately entered a m ost 
vigorou s protest, pointing out that the 
proposed law w ould ho in direct co n ­ 
flict w ith the treaty, w hich guaranteed 
th a t A m ericans should not be su b ject­ 
ed to any tax not im posed upon H ay- 
tiens.

Wallace S. Jones, consul-general at 
Rome, gives some valuable statistics 
in the last Consular Report,concerning 
the revival of trade in Italy.

exportations of 
new 
silk 
showed an increase of one and one- 
half million pounds, in 1804; of grain 
and oats twenty-five 
thousand tons; 
of rice three thousand tons; 
of flour 
250,000 barrels; of cattle, 30,000 head. 
Poultry, eggs, cheese and butter are 
also coming rapidly to the front. 
The principal markets of Italy are 
Germany, France and England, and 
her increase of exports last year was 
due largely to the embargo placed 
upon American products through re­ 
taliation, on account 
of democratic 
stupidity.
